Washington.. Feb. 21—It is yet uncer- 


tain whether Minister Conger's mes- 
sage martcs the passage of this im- 
portant phase of the Chinese question 
relative to punishments 'and the taking 
up of the questions of indemnity and 
guarantee. 


All depends upon whether the for- 


eign ministers- at Pekin have deter- 
mined that sentencs as above described 
must be executed as preliminary to 
further progress in the negotiations. 


It is surmised here that such is the- 


case, though it is reyard«d as unneces- 
sary to delay the negotiations, which 
it is apparent to the official mind, must 
consume many weeks before a single

based upon reports that are unofficial 
but creditable indicating the purpose

Cditor of Good Cookery: 


I send you a few recipes for dinner 


dishes that I think will be of interest 
(• Home of your readers. 
They arc 


what may be called every-day dishes, 
but they are of the kind we meet in thr 
life of ordinary people and need to know 
how to prepare. 


If these please you I hare some 


•tlisrs that I am sure will help the 
young housekeeper—the beginner in tho 
struggle that I have been engaged ia for 
more than a quarter of a century. 


EELS WITH ANCHOVY SAUCE. 


Skin and clean an eel, remove the 


backbone and cut into four or five 
pieces. Dip each in beaten egg, then in 
bread crumbs mixed with powdered 
herbs, caepped parsley, grated lemon 
riud, pepper and salt. Put them oa a 
well-oiled gridiron and broil over a clear 
fire, turning the gridiron to brown both 
sides. Garaiih with parsley and horse 
radish and serve with anchovy sauce 
•ude as follows: Pound four anchovies 
•with one-third cup of butter. Mis two 
tablespoonfnls of flour with sufficient 
cold water to make it thin enough to 
pour, and cook in half a cup of boiling 
water, to which two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar have been added. In ten min- j 
utes add the anehovy butter, preis 
through a sieve, reheat and serve. 


Bananas and Jelly. 


Press ripe bananas through a sieve 


and put them in a basin with half a cup 
of cream. Cut lemon jelly into cubes 
for decoration, and into thin slices to 
line the mould. Over this lining ar- 
range the jelly cubes,- fill the mould 
with the banana mixture sweetened to 
taste and mixed with liquid jelly, and 
•et the mould on ice until cold enough 
to turn out without breaking. 


STUFFED EGG PLANT. 


Cut an vgg plant in haired lengthwise 


end scoop out the pulp leaving a wall 
one-fourth inch thick. Chop the pulp 
with a slice of onion and sauta in two 
tablespoonfuls of butter for about ten 
minutes without browning the mixture. 
Add an equal bulk of fine bread crumby 
salt and pepper to taate, the yolks o' 
one or two eggs according to the size 01 
the plant aad enough strained tomato 
pulp or white or brew* sauce to meisteu 
all. 
Turn into I he shslis, rarer *itb 


half a cup of cracker crumbs stirred 
into two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
bake for aa hour in a moderate oven. 
S<_rre en a folded lapkia. 


MRS. IDA J. 


Breaded Mutton Chops. 


.Broil the chops ten minutes, baste 


them with melted butter, season with 
salt and pepper, then dip them in beaten 
egg, roll in bread crumbs and fry in 
boiling fat. Fill the dish on which these 
ate to be served with tomato sauce and 
arrange the chops in it, slipping paper 
quillings over the ends of the bones. 
Sprinkle with chopped parsley and 
•erre. 


Calf's Kidney and Mashed Potatoes. 


Remove the fat from the kidney and 


cut it in two lengthwise, then crosswise 
in thin slices. Season with a teaspoon- 
ful of salt and half as much pepper. 
Melt two ounces of butter in a trying 
pan and in it cook two minced shallots 
until they are pale brown in color. Toss 
the kidneys into the pan over a brisk 
lire for about six minutes, stirring to 
cook evenly. Then sprinkle a dessert* 
spoonful of flour over them and toss 
again. Gradually moisten them with a 
gul and a half of stock and a- little 
lemon juice, and in a few minutes serve 
the kidneys very hot with a sprinkling 
of chopped parsley and a border of 
mashed potato. 


Sage and Onion Stuffing-. 


„ Blanehi four large onions by placing 
them in cold water' and bringing them 
to a boil. Cook for five minutes and 
jrain. Place in fresh water and boil 
for about an hour or until tender. Five 
minutes before taking them up, put in 
nine* sage leaves. Drain and chop very 
finely and mix with a quarter of a 
pound of bread crumbs, an ounce of 
butter, and pepper and salt to taste. 


Pnree of Parsnips. 


Wash, scrape and remove any black 


•pecks from one pound of parsnips, and 
cut them iu thin slices. Melt one ounce 
of butter in a pan, put in the parsnips 
iad one sliced onion and stir for about 
five minutes. Then add one quart of 
nock, or one pimt of milk, and one of 
water, and simmer until the vegetables 
tre unite soft. 
Rub them through a 


wire sieve, reboil and season. If too 
thick, use more milk. Serve with toast 
disks after seasoning to taste.

CONSOMME B'ORLEANS. 


Cut three aetiada ef beef into cubes,

Cook 
one henr aad a half, strata. c»»l 
quickly, remeve fat and clear and serve 
witk peas. 


RICE SNOWBALLS. 


Flavor oae piat ef iailk with vanilla 


or any preferred favor and sweeten it 
to taste. In tkis keil three ounces ef 
rice until tender, put it IB small teacups 
and let it stand until cold. Then turn 
them out without breaking and serve 
with egg custard poured-over the top. 


MARROW BALLS FOR SOUP. 
Use the hind shin of beef for stock 


after removing part of the marrow. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of this sub- 
stance and strain through a cheese 
cloth. Beat until creamy, then add an 
egg and beat again thoroughly. Sea- 
son with pepper and a very little mace 
and stir into the mixture enough grated 
stale bread to make it easy to handle. 
Roll into small balls and poach three 
or four minutes in water bronght to the 
boiling point. Add to the soup just bo- 
fore serving. 


ENGLISH CARROT PUDDING. 
Mix one pound of grated carrots, 


three-quarters of a pound of chopped 
suet, half a pound each of currants amd 
raisins, four tablespoonfus of sugar, 
eight tablespoonfuls of flour and spices 
to tasle. Boil for four hours, then bake 
In the even for twenty minutes and serve 
with a sauce flavored with lemon.

Cream one cup -'of butter and gradu-

done rua through a sieve. JIntter a pie 
dish, sprinkle with a little chopped 
parsley and pour in the tomato pulp. 
Make indentations with a spoon, care- 
fully break an egg into each, sprinkle 
the top with chopped ham or tongue 
and a little chopped parsley and place 
iu the oven. When the eggs are set 
remove and serve immediately. 


TURKISH, SOUP. 


Bring to the boiling point one quart of 


stock, veal or mutton preferred. Add 
to it one teaspoonful of onion juice, a 
blade of mace, a bay leaf and a little 
parsley. Simmer fifteen minutes, strain 
and add two-thirds of a pint of milk 
and salt and pepper to taste. When 
ready to serve remove the kettle from 
the fire and add qtiic !y the yolks of 
two eggs beaten witu two tablespoon- 
fuls of cream. 
Serve with cheese 
croutons and sliced lemon.

STOREHOUSE. 


By M, Quad. 


ICopyright. 1SOO, by C. B. Lewis.] 


' Two thousand miles due north of the 
Island of Mauritius and almost mid- 
way betwaea that and the Seychelle 
group is the lone island of Agalegas. It 
is an island about six miles in circum- 
ference, with its highest point about 
100 feet above the sea. There were no 
inhabitants up to 1882, though traders 
and eheil gatherers often called there 
for wood and water., A part of the Is- 
land was covered with vegetation up to 
that date, but it Is B«W little better 
than a junbto ef broken rock. 


It was in the year 1881 that the cap- 


tain of a trading scheeuer entered the 
port of St. L«uis, In the Mauritius, to 
tell a wonderful st»ry about this island 
of Agalegas. He had, called there to 
wood ami water and, igalte repairs, and 
while bis crew was at ,werk he explor- 
ed the island. 
Amid the rocks he 


discovered a great cave, and from that 
cave be had taken and brought away 
two elephants' tusks, a box of silver 
bars and a jewel handled sword. Ha 
was a cunning chap, this trader, and 
be bad got the stuff aboard without 
his crew being the wiser and had said 
nothing about the caves. He did not 
report his find to any consul or other 
official at St. Louis, but after hanging 
about for awhfle he decided to make a 
confidant of the flrm of Daypne & Co. 
This was a French trading and export- 
ing firm, and as I was in its employ I 
came to hear the story first hand. If 
the trader, whose name was Barcas 
and who was a half breed Frenchman, 
had not brought evidences of bis find, 
his story would have been hooted at 
Even with the evidences before us we 
could hardly credit his statement. 


The plunder Barcas had brought 


away was worth $10,000, but he as- 
sured us that this was a mere flea bite 
compared to what had been left be- 
bind. He had counted 250 tusks, which 
did not include all He had counted 
180 boxes of silver bars, worth over 
$1,000 per box, but there were others 
behind them. There were bales, boxes 
and barrels be bad not attempted to 
open, and he believed the contents of 
the cave would pan out $1,000,000 and 
ballast a trading brig. It was a very 
dignified and respectable firm, that of 
Daypne & Co., but it got down off its 
high horse pretty fast to make a bar- 
gain with Barcas to bring that treasure 
away and dodge customs officials and 
government authorities. 
What they 


offered to do after a consultation was 
to fit out n ship, bring the stuff off, 
convert It into cash and give him a 
quarter. It wasn't a liberal offer on 
their part, but Barcas closed at once, 
and the enterprise was turned over to 
me to engineer. 


The firm bad a trading brig called 


the Foam, and as soon as she arriv- 
ed io port she was cleared of cargo and 
her crew discharged. I then began to 
pick up Madagascar sailors aad s«»n 
had ten of them, with am B»f lish A. B. 
wh« bad cut and rug frm a merchant- 
man. 
Baron* wot t« act a* eiptala, and 


I was to go aloag as lupercart*. It was 
easy eiougb t« deceive the Madagas- 
car) tes, while the salltr was satlsied 
with an offer of dtuble wages and $500 
extra. We left Mauritius with the os- 
tensible object of visiting the Islands 
to the east t* establish trading stations. 
but when we ba<? made good our offlng 
we beaded fer th* oerth and the Island 
of Agalegas. We were on our way to 
fill «ur craft with plunder from a store 
bouse tiled bmdreds of years befon 
and worth bnndrtds of thousands oi 
dollars, but the voyage was prosaic 
None of m was excited over it urn 
the last day. and then it was throm 
fear that tfcv cave Might Jwve been d. 
covered by «ome other caller. 


We run RTto a bay and dropped a 


chor at 10 o'clock in the forenoon, at. 
before mKT&y Bares* had visited t. 
treasure fiSQisp SSrd reported all S3' 
After dinner tie three officers of i 
went up *f«i3r. tbe mouth of il 
cavern kail o'ficiTbEeD sealed, but ha 
been uaTBVtifrd fey a fall of rock am 
earth. It wlfs a n&rtral chamber, Oo 
feet deep.,- about Wfeet wide and from 
iQ.tft.i0 fmrtromJkBr.,.tp root. There 


was geod irntuatic.n, and the place was 
as dry BB a bone. No man could say 
when that cavprn bed Brst been madi* 
a storehouse, but jud^'iu;: by some of 
the arm* feuHd It must have brpn 10U 
rears before— pprhnpH twice that. The 
tusks bad C«IHP from Ceylon and the 
mainland <tf tii'JIa. the Riivi>r from In 
diaa niaes. tut> wines and liquors and 
ihuwb) f.atJ cloths from DO further 
south. Nothing had decayed. Thorp 
were Chlupse silks and ludla shawls 
acid Pereinn vrreps as stout nnd stroug 
and aa lively in color as the dn.v they 
i*ft tho k otns. There wprc bales of 
furs from Madagascar and tbe African 
count from which ttae bad not loosen- 
ed a hair, and the kegs and barrels of 
win? with Fpracb and Spanish marks 
on them had doubled in value ten times 
over siace they were hoisted up from 
the beach. 


Who had created the storehouse? 


Why had they sealed it up and gone, 
away* Was it tbe plunder of pirates 
er the treasure house of some prince of 
India or Ceylon? We wondered and 
•peculated, but we were no better off. 


Our first meve TTHS to establish a 


camp on tkc highest spot of the island 
and divide our force. I took charge of 
the land party and Barcas of tbe brig. 
>Iy party r*oi9ved the plunder from the 
cave and carried it half way down to the 
beach, and his men carried it aboard 
and stewed it away. It was a rugged 
path we had to travel, and though we 
worked 16 heurs «ut ef tbe 24 we re- 
duced the piles v*ry slowly. 
As I 


chocked OB" the ge«4s as they were 
bronght out *f tie eavt let me tell you 
what we tMk out i> the flve weeks we 
were at w«rk. The tasks counted up 
185, the boxes of iOv«r 897, the barrels 
ef wine M, the kef* «f wine 110, the 
bales of far M, th« bales of shawls and 
silks 199. tke twits of coined gold of 
native Imdiau m«aey 27, and there 
was $6,9M to the b»r. In addition to 
these we f«trad tw* taxes ef pearls, ru- 
bles, diaavitiv, etc., most of them un- 
cut, which I roughly valued at $500,- 
000. On a certain evening when we 
knocked off work I figured the value of 
gems already taken out at $1,500,000, 
and there was yet a week's work to re- 
move the rest. The day bad been hot 
and stifling and the work harder than 
usual. The cook was half an hour late 
In rubbing his eyes open, and he had 
bordly reached his feet when his shout 
of surprise alarmed the rest of us. At 
Borne hour during the night and so 
quietlj that not a man of us had been 
disturbed the waters had retreated in 
every direction from the shores of the 
island until there was only the bed of 
the sea to look at 
Here and there a 


deep hole created a little lake, but one 
could hare walked fer six or eight 
miles without wetting his feet. As the 
waters rettied our craft had gone with 
them, never to be beard of more. 


I had lived in the east too long not to 


know what was coming. We were as 
high as we could get and could only 
wait for the peril. It came as the sun 
rose. We heard a booming, roaring and 
crashing and next minute caught sight 
of a tidal wave sweeping in. That 
wave was 70 f»et high, and as it rolled 
across the island from north to south 
its foaasy crest was e»ly 30 feet belo-w 
where we 6t#«€. 
There were three 


waves, eaek moviajf at a speed of 100 
miles an heur, aai then the sea settled 
down t» its usnal lev^l and soon grew 
quiet. A thousand acres of forest had 
been swept avray and the whole face 
of the island cbaaged in a moment. 
Our spring and our camp had been left 
untouched, but there was no longer a 
cavern, no longer a bale of goods, no 
longer a-bris laden with a king's ran- 
eom. An earthquake at sea, a mighty 
convulsion of nature 500 miles away, 
had robbed us of brig, crew and treas- 
ure and left us on an almost desolate 
rock to wait for passing craft

But though 
the article was submitted before Mon- 
day the Republican has not yet given 
attention to it beyond the meagre at- 
tention of allowing its mechanical de- 
partment to get it into type and into 
the paper. The reason is obvious. The 
article is opposed to the Republican's 
•mftil o^'nions, and the. 
Republican 


editors are incapable of throwing out 
enough sophistry to cripple the power 
of Dr. Bascom's reasoning. Dr. Bas- 
com t it no small constitutional 
au- 


thority. 
Speaking 
of the supreme 


court and the Philippine question he 
•ays-*-and we must quote extensively—: 


"That a great nation like the United 


States should find itself in its present 
situation is a matter of surprise. It 
has been waging1 war for more than 
two years, half- way round the world, 
with a large expenditure of men and 
money, and ia now waiting for nine 
inen to pronounce on this policy as ad- 
missible or inadmissible. If they pro- 
nounce it admissible, are we to rush 
ahead like a pack of h'ounds set on 
fcfresh? If they pronounce it inad- 
missible are we to right about fact and 
march, down the hill we have marched 
Up with such a roll or drums? This 
position is not only curious, it is pre- 
posterous. The supreme court is not 
likely to rush in front of such a move- 
ment as this, and wave it back with 
lha feeble wa-nd 'of logical analysis. 
Even if it could do it, it would only 
succeed in showing what an irrational 
constitution we are carrying with us, 
whose interpreters, 
like the 
sooth- 


sayers of old, can 
declare off 
any 


movement at any stage of it an in- 
spection of constitutional viscera. This 
Is to give to verbal definition an aston- 
ishing force; this is damming up the 
Nile with bulrushes. We can't believe 
that nine intelligent men are about to 
Commit themselves to any such effort, 
or would find any adequate support in 
^ffrs" ^* " ttofy undertook It "

to common sense to be assured of its

A.nd we may rest securely 


In the belief that no Itgo. consriuction 
or constitutional system ovor twisted 
for any breit jongth of tima beyond the 
understanding of eomnvjnsense. \\ e 
jnight hero speau ot the \i\jt- rum-lion 
of the constitution as undcrstoo-1 ty 
the deepest tliinti.-s did not Dr. Bas- 
com very completely treat of this in a 
paragraph in which he puts the weak 
statehood argument out of existence 
permanently. Dr. Baseom says: 


"Wh« Jefferson wished to purchase 


'^uisiana, the barriers of the consti- 
tution did not prevent him, and Mar- 
shall found no difficulty in removing 
the objections offer«d. Grant that the 
ci*es are not aulte parallel, the r«i-«on- 
lr»4 does not rest on a perfect parallei- 
Urn, but on the permanent fact that 
the country should find a method of 
duing what is desirable to be done. The 
case of Alaska, whose statehood may 
fc •. .Irdeflnltely postponed, the delay a

Porto Rico. The distinction between 
them is one of circumstances and not 
of constitutional restrictions. No ab- 
Bolute boundary cun foi; pet up in these 
cases. If the thing to be done is good 
tu be dona, the constitution will inter- 
pose no obstacle. If we can throw one 
stone we can throw 
another, even 


though the shape be somewhat differ- 
ent. 
Our constitution is- designed to 


protect certain rights of citizens and 
preserve certain balances in its constit- 
uent departments, it is not designed to 
cripple our nationality and set limits 
to its general powers. It is no self- 
denying ordinance. The whole temper 
of Marshall's interpretation was exact- 
ly this, that the circle of sovereign 
powers is a full circle, and that these 
pc%era carry with them all the means 
of execution. This is the only sensible 
anO feasible interpretation of the docu 
mpnt. When no personal right is in- 
ftinged, when no recognized authority 
U icstrlcU-d, ths general strength of 
the nation must have way. We cannot 
make of the constitution a swaddling 
garment, nor even a robe of state that 
cumbers us in the supreme moment of 
action." 


How finely this disposes of the state- 


hood argument against the Philippine 
p<!icy! That argument 
13 that we 


have no business with territory and 
peoples that cannot be raised in due 
time into statehood and that, there- 
fore, we have no business with the 
Philippines. Statehood for the people 
and territory of the Louir.ana purchase 
was a matter of short time comparative 
ly. It is a matter of longer time for 
Alaska. Porto Rico may be a state be- 
fore Alaska, and the Philippines, or 
part of them, may be states before 
Hawaii . Time is not the essential; it is 
fitness and the fitness and the time are 
determined by circumstances. If we 
may constitutionally deny a territorial 
form of government or statehood for a 
day or ten years we may constitution- 
ally deny it for a century, ur. Bas- 
eom says we may 
throw atones of 


different shapes; we may throw stones 
different distances as well. The con- 
stitution may not limit the nation in 
the exercise of sovereign powers any 
more than the moral law may limit a 
man. in the exercise of individual pow- 
ers. The sovereign powers of the na- 
tion and the individual powers of the 
man may be exercised so long as the 
thing desired "is desirablo to be done.' 
Any other interpretation is something 
that "cumbers us in the supreme mo- 
ment of action," in the moment when 
we are moved profoundly in the mak- 


, ins ot something great for the limitless 
' future. "The circle of sovereign powers 
is a full circle," not the lunacy of a 
first quarter of a moon. 


Dr. Baseom shows in the article we 


have under consideration that "the 
oversight of the executive and legis- 
lative branches of the government by 
the judicial department is especially 
liable to involve an undue and un- 
reasonable extension" of the judicial 
department's powers, which "would 
bring such a, collision of interests and 
opinions aa would be speedily destruc- 
tive of the government." "We cannot 
assume the infallibility of the courts," 
he says, "as ar remedy for the obvious 
fallibility of congress. This effort never 
has been sueessful and never can be. 
The supreme court preserves at once 
its dignity and. power by keeping out of 
the highway." 
Sovereignty rests with 


the executive and legislative depart- 
ments of the government, and for the 
reason that they hold the delegated 
power of the people. The people are 
sovereign. 


Aa Dr. Baseom, says: "The true 


tribunal of the existing question of ex- 
pansion is the people. They alone have 
the ii->ht to, and they alone can modify 
r:dir'jct or turn back a public policy." 
Thf- only exception to this may be 
stat- d in these v. ords of Dr. Baseom, 
referring to the executive and legisla- 
tive departments of the government; 
"after a national policy has been once 
established and set in motion by those 
great and concurrent departments it 
cannot be modified or turned back by 
the judiciary "except under a very plain 
violation of the constructive force of 
the constitution." 
This sentence sets 


forth the province of the judiciary 
under the constitution. The "construc- 
tive force" 'of the fundamental instru- 
ment is the thing that must not be 
over-ridden, and to avo^u over-riding 
it the constitution must be interpreted 
in the direction of giving the largest 
sway to the nation's sovereign powers 
instead of interpreting it by the nar- 
rowest measurement of its letter to 
sap the nation of sovereignty. 


The American people daie do all that 


may become a nation. To dare less 
causes them to stand confessed to be 
wanting in nationality.

The man who played the game here

MIGHTIEST OF LOADSTONES 


It AU Facts Nat Only Metal*, bat Such 


Sabatucen a> Dogm and MOB*, 


A. deep hole of water in Nolynn 


creek, near Hcgdenvflle, Ky., has for 
tome time been attracting attention by 
reason of the fact that it has a very 
strong suction. For years it has been 
known as "the tuck hoi*." It is about 
10 feet deep and about 50 yards long. 
The water is clear, and bottom can 
easily be seen. This hole has been 
watched by people in that section for 
a number of years, and it has also to 
some extent been avoided. It now de- 
velops ti*at it is no "suck bole," but in 
the bottom of the river, it is claimed, 
there is a streak of powerful loadstone. 


A man in that community, says the 


Louisville 
Courier-Journal, 
recently 


constructed a large and substantial 
raft for the purpose of investigating 
the causes of the suction in this partic- 
ular part of the river. It was discover- 
ed, that tfcu river bottom is solid rock 
and that through the center of the rock, 
running lengthwise, Is a black streak. 
It Is about five inches in width and 
runs the length of the hole. 
This 


streak was examined with a common 
fish gig and was found to be very hard. 
The gig adhered to the stone, and it 
took no little pulling to extricate it. 
Further investigation was made, and it 
Is said the streak following the bottom 
of the river is undoubtedly powerful 
loadstone. 


This hole was discovered over 40 


years ago by Enoch Atterlierry, who 
came near loslnt his life in the water, 
having been ro&«ued by two men, who 
pulled him out by means of a long pole. 
Lnm Wess and Lnther Trulock also 
came near losing their lives in the hole 
a short time ago while seining. They 
were rescued half drowned by other 
members of the party. The attraction 
was so powerful toward a chain on tho 
bottom of the seine that tb'* seiners 
had to abandon it. The hole is not in 
the main stream, but is an outlet, 


A dog thrown into the water never 


conies out, but is quickly drawn to the 
bottom. Whfn n front lin«» tg sfot^'iO'l 
across the place, the unseen energy at- 
tracts the hooks to the black streak 
and there holds them securely until 
they are drawn out. At times there Is 
a strong undercurrent In the bayou, 
which is unaccounted for and which 
often sweeps the bottom clean, reliev- 
ing the loadstone of Its collection.

ting to be a muc.1i dreaded one, espe- 
cially by the superstitious. It is known 
to all negroes as the "death hole," and 
farmers in that section find it difflc.lt 
to employ nrpro help.

3 The milk bottle situation), which was 
rcfeired to in Tuesday's isbue, is caus- 
ing anguish flor the milk dealers all 
over the state as well as in this citv, 
and according to some, is likely to send 
the price for accepted milk bottles up 
to u. fabulous prices, if n keeps on 
as it is at present. One of the leadin™ 
manufacture! s of milk bottles, in a let- 
ter to a dealer m .this city the other day 
concerniij-r the matter, intimated that 
the firm would give up trying to do 
business in Massachusetts if the seal TS 
continued to discard bottles with a 
lavish hand, as they have begun. 


It is probable that this city is a fair 


sample of what is happening all over 
the state. This is shown in the letter 
referred to, and flrcni reports that come 
from headquarters at Boston. The law 
which went irJto effect January 1, and 
under which the bottles are being test- 
ed, was "'esigned to make it sure to the 
milk consumer, that when he r>aid six 
cents for a quart of milk he was getting 
that quart, no more, no Jess 
Every 


bottle used was to be examined by the 
sealer, and marked with acid whether 
accepted or condemned. There's a pen- 
alty OL ?20 for using a condemned bottle 


When the law came to be cut into 


practice it was found that great auan- 
tities of milk had been paid for that, 
never had been delivered. The number 
of mi:k bottles that have been con- 
demned showed that flrom now on the 
poor, downtrodden cow will have to 
work harder than! ever in order to make 
the same "oflt for her owner as before. 


The number of bottles condemned 


varies greatly with different lots. Seal- 
er A. G. Nichols of this city examined 
one lot of 12, and condemned eieht. 
Other lots go through without the con- 
demning of any. Mr. Nichols said yes- 
terday that he had tested about 500 
ir( this city so far, and that of this 
number probably 75 had been thrown 
out. 


But it was found, also, that some 


things about the law would have to de- 
pend on the sealers. So they held a 
meeting in Boston, as reoorted in this 
paper at the time and, decided on how 
much leeway they would give the bot- 
tles. It was agreed that the law must 
be observed to the letter in case thev 
were too small. A bottle, therefore, 
that holds half a dozen drops less than 
a quart, is suitable only for canning 
flruit. It was thrown out without any 
hesitation. 


But one of the complaints mentioned 


in the former article on the subject, is 
that bottles are condemned when thev 
are too large. This seemed an injustice 
to the dealers, who said if they were 
willing to give milk away the state 
ought not to kick. Mr. Nichols says in 
regard to this that the sealers decided 
to allow more leeway when bottles were 
la,rge, and so, while those which are 
much too large are condemned, a few 
drops, or even more than that, can be 
contained irJ the bottle without causing 
it to be rejected. 


One of the queer cases that came to 


light here the other day wa« that of a 
customer who owned two alleged quart 
bottles, which she had the milkman fill 
at his farm and deliver. The milkman 
took these to the sealer, and botn were 
condemned. Then the dealer put up a 
vigorous objection, saying that the wo- 
man was perfectly willing to accept 
them as quart bottles. But it was r.b 
go. 
The laws of the commonwealth 


said him nay, and the woman is new 
gett'ng her milk in a little tin nail. 


The dealers \vho eel! milk bottles to 


the milkmen have al=o been hard Mt. 
and one of them a day or *o ago can- 
celled a big- order ol bottles, because 
the manufacturer would not guarantee 
them against tlip Massachusetts sealers 


This is practically the first time that 


the bottle makers have been haulocl aP 
to toe the mark, and it develops that 
they h?ve been SPnoTng out bottles of 
almost any OKI size, so long as they 
looked about right. It is likely to result 
in more careful bottle making, or else 
in Hie refusal of the makers to 
<3o 


business 111 this state, as threatened. 
Oi b manufacturer wrote that it was 
absolutely impossible1 to blow bottles 
the right size to a drop. He said he 
would guarantee 100 bottles to hold just 
300 quarts, but that he would not <ruar- 
antee any one bottle to- hold just ex- 
actly a quart. 


In this connection Mr. Nichols says 


that the pint bottles tested have shown 
up much better than the quart bottles. 


The letter from a manufacturer re- 


ferred to above tolls a local merchant 
that the sealers of Massachusetts have 
been making trouble all through the 
btate, arJJ intimate1? that the manulir- 
turers do not roganl the sealers highly. 
The letter concludes as follows: 


"If the sealers are going to make the 


capacity according to their own judg- 
ment, it will be impossible for you to 
get bottles made only in cut glass to 
suit your trade, and we shall have to 
decline the Massachusetts orders un- 
lefes we can make some arrangement's 


form in every town, aa there is no 
money in it for us or you in the wat' 
things are be'ng conducted." 


One local merchant stole a march on 


his competitors and had his bottles 
tested before he tried to sell them. 
Then, with the mark "N. A. S." fl 
them, they went like hot cakes, and 
while he lost seme, he was sure of sell- 
ing the rest at good prices. 


j 
There has been some complaint be- 


cause the acid marks' on the bottles 
were not parmanent. Mr. Nichols savs 
in regard to this that the first lot of 
acid was not of the proper quality. This 
was soon discovered, however, and that 
which is used now makes a mark which 
will never wear off. 


The law as passed also requires the 


sealirlg of milk onns. This was 
at tho Boston dealers who sell i 


i ransf to a hotel at wholesale rates. Tn 


an a measure. But in cities of this siz<", 
-i'ch coses aro rare, and a sad state <tf 
nffn.irs soon developed. Not one In 10 
of the larcro rnns used" is as large a* it 
pretends to be. The 10 quart cans are 
for the most part only nine-and-a-half 
quart carl*, and so on.

dispensers of the mellifluous fluid, and 
is likely, to result in a revolution) in the 
accuracy with which bottles are made. 
It will al«o insure the consumer of a 
quart of milk when a quart is paid flor. 


And this is quite an item, when it is 


considered that some of the bottles ex- 
amined have been so much too small 
that a consumer, buying the bottle full 
every day for a week in the belief that 
it was a quart, would have paid for one 
quart too many at the end of the week. 


Incidentally, the new law makes a lot 


of work for the sealers, and as it is 
required to be free to the milk dealers, 
the cities must engage a salaried officer 
to do the work. A petition was pre- 
sented to the city at ths last council 
meeting to have tl.e salary provided. 
Heretofore all the work of the sealers 
has been ''-aid for by fees.
